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Kuwasi Is Remembered 

My letter intends to fokus on the kommemoration of the late New Af rikan/ 
Black Revolutionary Anarchist, Kuwasi Balagoon who died on December 
13. 1986, of Pneumocystis Cainii pneumonia induced by AIDS acquired 
while he was inkarcerated at New York's Auburn Prison... It was during my 
konfinement here in one of Amerikkka's most racist kkkamps NJSP's AD/ 
SEG unit in 1988 when I was first introduced to Kuwasi Balagoon's poem 
kalled "Your Honor".. . It was this brothers poem that made me want to learn 
more of this Brother, "Why he was speaking with so much determination, 
what was his purpose, and what was the forces that produced this warrior 
to bekome the freedom fighter he was known to be"... I read, I read, I read, 
and I read- finally I came across some revolutionary material on the Black 
Liberation Army (BLA) where I learnt then that Kuwasi was a soljah for the 
people. His purpose was waging "war" on the enemy kulture who held him 
and his people as a kolonized nation, here in the U.S., and any where else 
where New Afrikan people's are oppressed. I understood later on why he 
spoke with so much self-determination, bekause he was determined to 
break theyoke of oppression - whether it was through a poemor his actions. 
Then and now I have come to the realization that the evils of fascism, 
kapitalism, Imperialism, sexism, andthe whole government structure of the 
U.S., was the forces that produced this great warrior of all oppressed 
people... Kuwasi has inspired me a great deal. His love for freedom, 
women, children, and for the people in general, he did something to me that 
I wanted to kontinue his revolutionary dream by taking on his name 
(Balagoon), which means "warlord". 

I took on this name not to "showboat", but bekause I believed and still 
believe in his kause. There needed of many more Kuwasi Balagoon's, more 
revolutionaries like himseff who would pick up the torch of armed struggle 
to further the fight for Liberation, and the human right to be independent and 
free from all forms of exploitation - oppression and domination... Each time 
a pig kails out my name "Ba-la-goon" I smile bekause they have yet to 
realize that there was once a Black man who walked this earth who kared 
less about kicking a pig in the ass, who never gave it a second thought about 
taking on the whole enemy kulture in the name of freedom and people. They 
have yet to realize that I kould be the next Kuwasi Balagoon who could 
skratch their whole lights out, and kreate a whole new path of armed 
resistance... Kuwasi is remembered! 

- "I thought murder was legal" - 
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The Prisoner of War (P.O.W.) statement before you is a masterful 
presentation of the central aspects of the historical and present day 
political, economical and social conditions of the New Afrikan (Black) 
Nation in the context of the global crisis of the Amerikkkan empire. This 
statement underscores the fundamental contradiction that We 40,000,000 
descendants of Afrikan slaves on the North Amerikkkan continent face day 
in and day out - U.S. colonialism. That is to say, the racist oppression and 
the super exploitation of our nation, its people and its land. 

In December, 1981, the brave warrior who wrote this statement, Com- 
rade Kuwasi Balagoon, was captured by the enemy forces of the U.S. 
military state. He had been wanted for several years for escaping from 
maximum security prison in Trenton, New Jersey, where he was illegally 
confined. Kuwasi is 1 of a number of P.O.W. 's locked down and branded 
"criminals" by the U.S. colonial courts and injustice system. 

The following statement exposes the U.S. government's reactionary 
policy of denying the war going on inside its imperialist boarders, and in so 
doing characterizing our people's resistance as a domestic problem of 
terrorism, criminal conspiracies and riotous outbursts. In doing so, this 
government imprisons out conscious armed freedom fighters and seeks to 
deprive them of their rights according to the international humanitarian 
conventions on the conducts of war such as the Geneva Accords and the 
United Nations 1977 Protocols. 

At the time of his capture, Kuwasi was charged with being a participant 
in the October 20th, 1 981 action involving a Brink's armored car containing 
$1,600,000 and a shootout at a roadblock in upstate New York. Also 
captured a few months before were New Afrikan Freedom Fighter Sekou 
Odinga and anti-imperialist whites, Judy Clark and David Gilbert. Eventu- 
ally, Sekou was severed from the case to be tried in the infamous R.I. CO. 
Conspiracy Case, which involved, for the first time in history, the use of 
federal statutes originally developed to prosecute organized crime syndi- 
cates against political organizations and movements. 

Kuwasi. Judy and David were essentially tried, convicted and sentenced 
without their presence in court. It was. as they said, a ritual trial. The times 
they appeared in court in court were only to raise the real issues of the case 
and to go on record not as criminals, as the state would have it, but 
revolutionary armed freedom fighters. Kuwasi made known the fact that he 
was a soldier in the ranks of the Black Liberation Army (B.L.A.) and how its 
goals and strategies compliment the just struggle of the New Afrikan nation. 

Born in Lakeland, Maryland on December 22, 1946, Kuwasi's early life 
experiences were the same as that of the average New Afrikan man-child 
- wild, cool, materialistic - the rnade-in-Amerikkka colonial trademark that 
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only gets peeled off through relentless revolutionary struggle. In this 
statement we hearfromthe man.. .the indomitable New Afrikan warrior, and 

the friend of oppressed people. For all his adult life he has been the scourge 
of the Amerikkkan Empire. 

While a soldier in the "wrong" army he united with other bloods to fight 
against the racism and bigoted hostilities heaped upon New Afrikans. 
automatically rejecting the white-is-right double standards and through the 
influence of Malcolm X, Rap Brown, Robert Williams and Mao Tse-Tung 
(and others), Kuwasi made a decision that was to guide the course of his 

life. 
"When I heard that Huey Newton had been in a shootout with two pigs 
and one had died, I thought I'd check this brother out, as he seemed to 

be a sho-nuff leader. And when the Panthers came to NY I checked 

them out, and found the 10 Point Program unquestionable, and the fact 

that it was community based was a good thing. Digging that the cadre 

believed that political power stems from the barrel of a gun made me 

feel instant kinship. So I joined and extended my energies and skills to 

the Black community and mankind through the Party. Since then I've 

been captured by the pigs, but have studied and acted to become a 

better man and a better revolutionary. I long to be on the streets with my 

people, and to elevate the struggle to a higher level, and do what is 

necessary to bring this disgraceful period to an end. "

Before you now is Kuwasi's statement that the judge in the Brink's trial 

refused to let him finish. It is an accusatory statement of the lack of freedom 

and justice in Amerikkka. It is a judgmental statement of the repressive 

conditions in Amerikkka. It is an exhortative statement to all of us not to 

relinquish the fight that has been so valiantly waged by comrades who've 

given their lives and comrades locked in the dungeons of Amerikkka. Lest 

we forget — the struggle continue: 

Support us in our call to all freedom loving peoples of the world to 
demand prisoner of war status for our captured freedom fighters!

People's war!

Kuwasi Balagoon was a revolutionary, a rebel, a poet, and he was faithful 
to his calling. Once he stepped upon the revolutionary path, he remained 
true to the struggle for the rest of his life, fighting the good fight, staying in 
shape, writing poetry, and helping fallen comrades at a moments notice, 
never stopping to count the cost. 

He was a natural rebel, couldn't stand conformity or authority, especially 
an illegitimate one. And he had the heart of a gun fighter, which he was 
using all his tools in the service of Back people all his adult life. 

If you ever read of or heard his poem, "I'm A Wild Man", you knew him. 
because it described him to a T — and he was wild. He knew it. we knew 
it. and we loved him for it, because it was his nature... and the nature of the 
times, in the late '60's. when Black folk needed wild men; and still do today. 

But now Kuwasi's gone, and the beat goes on. and we who knew and 
loved him can only eulogize him — and constantly scan the horizon 
wondering how long, how long will it be. before another giant such as he 
comes along again.
